2. Claims 1-3 are rejected as failing to define the invention in the manner 
required by 35 U.S.C 112, second paragraph. 

The claim(s) are narrative in form and replete with indefinite and functional or 
operational language. The structure which goes to make up the device must be clearly 
and positively specified. The structure must be organized and correlated in such a 
manner as to present a complete operative device. The claim(s) must be in one sentence 
form only. Note the format of the claims in the patent(s) cited. 

3. The following specific observations on the specification and claims are 

made: 

The specification should avoid informal language, such as "can be real" and "lots 
of." The elements shown in the drawings and described in the detailed description 
should be identified by reference numbers. 

The apparatus claims should positively recite the structural elements that make 
up the device. Claim 3 appears to recite a method claim, but uses the term 
"aforementioned." This term should not be used in a dependent claim, which should 
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reference a previous claim and provide a further limitation to the previous claim. Also, 
a method of use does not further limit an apparatus structural claim, and should be 
written as an independent claim, not as a claim that references a previous apparatus 
claim. A method claim should recite a positive sequence of process steps. 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 
U.S.C. 102 that form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office 
action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b)the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 
21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

5. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Lam or 

Hasen. 

Lam and Hasen disclose kitchen tools for collecting grease or oil from soup, as 
claimed. 

6. Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Wichmann, Shapiro, Keene, Betzen, Kuhlman, Bair, or Wessels. 

Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Uli. 
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Wichmann, Shapiro, Keene, Betzen, Kuhlman, Bair, Wessels and Uli each 
disclose ladles with hollow protrusions having holes to collect grease or oil from soup 
in the bowl by pushing the tool under the surface of the liquid, as claimed.
